C. A/l publication*, particularly bulletin* directed specifi- 
cally to Soviet Ukrainians, continuously attacked Russification sad ths 
centralisation drive in item UkSSR and appealed to Soviat Ukrainian 
eltisens to defend their rights aa guaranteed by the Condi tutlon of the 
UkSSR* This la actually tha line along which tha present struggle of the 
Ukrainian people is being waged, as de nen st r ate d in the Soviet press.
